men, by his own houſe: Who, ſeeing this, took 
urpoſe, .and haftily fled in Anandale, where he was 
2 thereafter vayquiſhed by a band of men of war 
of the king's. : And ſo this prince obtained Front 
victory and peace, without any ſlaughter of the 
lieges at that time; and through the counſel of this 
noble biſhop, and the returning of James Hamir- 
rox to the king. Vet the king, ſeeing nothing on 
his contrary but bare fields, knowing well that the 
earl of Douglas was. departed in this manner as 1 
have ſhewn; yet, notwithſtanding, the king gave 
Janzs Haniiron no-credit.in the beginning; and 
thereafter ſent him to be warded in the caſtle of 
Roſlin with the earl of Orkney, till he had wia the 
caſtle of Abercorn, where hy loſt many of his 
folks, and ſundry right evil wounded. But when he 
did remember, that his whole victory over the Dou- 
glas had fallen to him without any blood, or ſtroke 
of ſword, 'through-the Hamilton's leaying the earl 
of Douglas, he receised him as a familiar and ten- 
der friend; ſo, at the laſt, his ſon got the King's. 
eldeſt daughter in marriag meme. 
Bat when the earl of Douglas underſtood himſelf 
deſert and left by many. of his principal friends, by 
whoſe maintainance and aſſiſtance he had enterprized 
ſo high matters contrary the king's authority, he fled 
in England wich bis brother, to conqueſs ſome ſup · 
port to. recover the thing that he loſt; and thereaſter, 
ſhort while, he returned with an army of men, and 
came in Anandale, which was garniſned with. the 
king's men of war for the time which men of war 
aſſembled togetber, and met-Janzs. Doucr As and 
his brother, with their aſſiſteus, and fought manfully: 
contrary them, and put them to flight. In this hat- 
te was ſlain AzculBaLD earl of Murray, with diverſe 
other geutlemen, vageit men and commons. Aud 
Grone earl of Ormond, after that he was wounded 
and. taken, and kept very ſtraitly in priſon till he was

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healed of his waunds; and thereafter brought to the 
king in Edinburgh, and beheaded for his rebellion. 
The earl himſelf and Jonx lord Balveny eſcaped very 
narrowly through a wood, wherein they fled for ſafe · 
ty of their lives. It is ſaid, that the firſt advertiſer 
of this proſperous ſucceſs brought with him Arc. 
.BALD DovGLas's head, who was. received by the 
king with great thanks.

Aſter this unhappy battle, albeit Jau ES Dov- 
GLAS. was deſtitute of his brother, kindred and 
friends, nor yet had he great hope of any ſupport of 
England; yet, not the, leſs never KiBding. of - goud 
fortune, he paſſed to Donar p lord of the ifles and 
earl. of Roſs, being in Dunſtaffage for the time; 
whom he knew, of his nature; to be proud and in- 
elined to miſchief aud wickednefs, and ſoliſted him 
to aſfiſt to his rebellion, and found that his opinion 
beguiled him not; for this DonazD gathered a 
company of miſchievous curſed limmers, and in-

new volley. But while this prince, more curious 
than became him, or the majeſty of a. king, did. 
ſtand nearhand the gunners, when the artillery, was. 
diſcharged, his thigh bone was dung in two with a 
Piece of a misframed gun, that brake-in ſhaoting ;. 


y the which he was ſtricken to the ground, and. 


died haſtily. The which gritumly diſcouraged all. 
his nobles, gentlemen, and friends that were ſtand- 


ing about him; but commanded all that knew his 


misfortune to hold their filence, and nat to divul-- 

ate the ſame throughout the camp, in caſe ĩt ſhou d 
3 the ſoldiers and men of war, and that they 
ſhould ſhame fully diſſolve the ſiege. 0 
But the queen, hearing of this miſchief, took her 
young ſon, called Janzs. III. and with a ſtout cou- 
rage, like to the Almains and Ghelders of whom 
ſhe was deſcended, leaving off all womanly mourn- 
ing. by all mens expectations, brought bim to the 
hoſt, and exhorted all who were: true Scott iſu · men to. 
continue the ſiege, till either the caſtle ſhould. be 
rendred, or taken by force. Loſe not (faith ſhe) 
_ © with ſhame, the time and labours which you. have 
©. beſtowed - on this ſiege; neither let the loſs. of 
done man bereaye you all. af your courage; and 


© ſeeing this chance: B not known to the reſt, bear 
C ye a good countenance, ſo that no more . ace | 
caving 


the ſame. Forward therefore, my lords, ( 


off all womanly lamentation) and put an end to 
< this honourable. enterprize, ſacrificing rather the 
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lives of your enemies, than your own tears, to the 
ghoſt of your prince.“ 2 
he captains partly encouraged hereby, partly 

aſhamed to be overcome by the courage of a woman, 
reſolving to go forward, took her ſon James III. to 
be their chiftain ; and ſo fiercely aſſaulted the caſtle, . 
that the Engliſhmen, ſeeing no hope of relief, 
yielded the caſtle to the new king, being ſuffered to - 
depart ſafe with bag and baggage. The.caftle was 
demoliſhed, Jeft it might de TRIS oth to the enemies 
thereafter. Which was done in Auguſt, the year of 
God one thouſand four hundred and threeſcore ; and 
the thirtieth year of the age of king Jams II. and 
the twenty fourth year of his reign... | 

About this time there were many marvels which 
nh e the king's death. The night. before 

is deceaſe, there K a clear comet, eyen as it 
were a token of the haſty death of ſo. great a. 
In the year preceeding, there was a bairn which 
had both the kinds of male and female, called, in 
our language, a Scarcht ; in whom man's nature did 
prevail: But becauſe his diſpoſition and portraiture - 
of. body repreſented a woman, in a man's houſe of 
Linlithgow, he affociated in bedding with the.good- - 
man's 25 hter of the houſe, and made her to con- 
ceive a child. Which being ditulgate through the 
country, and the matrons underſtanding this damſel ä 
deceived on this manner; and being offended that 
the monſtrous. beaſt ſhould ſet himſelf forth as a wo- 
many being a very man, they got him accuſed and 
convicted in judgment, for to be. burnt quick for this 
ſhameful behaviour. oe wel 
About this time there was apprebended and taken, 
for a : moſt abominable and cruel abuſe, a brigand, . 
who haunted and dwelt, with his whole family and 
houſe-hold, out- of all men's company, in à place of 
Angus, called The Fiend's Den. This miſchievous | 
man had an execrable faſhion, to take all young men 
and children, that either he could ſteal quietly, or 
take away by any other moyen, without the 2 8 | 


„ 
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lege of the people, and bring them home and eat 
them; and the more young they were, he held the 
more tender and the greater delicate. For the which 
damnable abuſe he was burnt, with his wife, bairns 
and family, except a young laſs of one year old, which 
was ſaved and brought to Dundee, where ſhe was 
foſtered and brought up : But, when ſhe came to 
woman's years, ſhe was condemned and burnt quick, 
for the fame erime her father and mother were con- 
victed of. It is ſaid, that when this young wo- 
man was coming forth to the place of. execution, 
that there gathered a great multitude of people- a- 
bout her, and ſpecially of women, curſing and wary- 
ing that ſhe was ſo unhappy to commit fo damnable 
| deeds. To whom ſhe turned about with a wood and 
furious countenance, ſayiith, « Wherefore chide ye with 
© me, as I had committed an unworthy crime ? Give 
© me credit, and trow me, if ye had experience of eat- 
ing of man's and woman's fleſh, ye would think 
S the ſame ſo delicious, that ye would never forbear 
it again.“ And ſo, with an obſtinate mind, this 
unhappy creature, without fign or outward'takeniof 
repentance, died in the fight of the whole people, 
for her miſdeeds that ſhe was adjudged to. 
About this time rang many cunning men, by-whoſe: 
labours and travel good letters flouriſhed, which was 
almoſt periſhed by barbarous cruelty of the Gothes ;. 
fach as LAuazurius VALLA, a gentleman of Nome, 
who did great good in the reſtitution. of the Latin 
tongue to the old purity and ornateneſs, as his works: 
yet do witneſs : Suchlike, Fxaxigcvs PrileLenvus,. 
and Fa Axciscus PETRARCHA, both fingularorators ;. 
Nicor aus PrRorrus, who ſet his whole mind and 
ſtudy to aboliſh, and put away the old rude manner 
af teaching, and to garniſh and teach the youth, with. 
eloquent languages, in all kind of ſciences. 
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ſaid, as we have ſhown, MaxGAR E his wife conti- 
1 at the ſiege, erer exhorting the lords and barons 
to be ftout in the purſuit of the ſaid caſtle, and never 
to paſs from the ſame till it were win. To that ef- 
fect ſhe hrought her young ſon James III. to remain 
ſtill with the 3 at the Ria ſiege, till the ſaid caftle 
was win. Though he was of tender age, and could 
uſe no vaſſalage, nor feat of wars; yet his coming 
encouraged ſo the people, that they: orgot the do- 
lorous death of his father, and paſſed manfully tothe 
houſe, and wan the fame, and juſtified the captain 
only thereof. Secondly, caſt down the ſaid caftle, 
that it ſhould not be an impediment to them aſter- 
ward, by the holding of the Engliſhmen. N 
| - Soon after there was a convention ſet at "yt 
P the queen mother, with the reſt of the nobali- 
ty, crowned her ſon JauRs III. being of the age of 
ſeven years; and thereafter was delivered to biſhop 
Jauze Kenxepr in keeping, to learn letters at the 
ſchools. 

At this time Gabaus Dounuta earl of A 
was warden of the borders, and oft-times defended 
the ſame manfully;  where-through he was made 
lieutenant, by the queen and council, to paſs, with 


the whole body OP ras in defeuce of the bor- 


-derers. 
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derers. And, after alittle while, the Humes gather. 
ed, and the Hepburns, with ſupport of Lothian- 
men, and paſt to Wark, and caſt it down; ſo that 
the Engliſh-men deſired peace with the Scots for fif- 
teen years, which was granted to them by the counſel 
of biſhop James Kennevy, who helped to govern 
the realm during his days: But the ſpecial cauſe of 
this tranquillity and peace in Scotland, was, becauſe 
Engliſh-men had civil wars among themſelves ſtriving 
daily for the crown of England, betwixt the duke of 
York and king Haxey VI. who, in ſhort time. there · 
after, deſited a ſafe conduct for his wife and his el - 
deft ſon, and certain of his kin and friends, contain- 
ing the number of a thouſand men, for to remain a 

while in Scotland at his pleaſure. Which conduct 
was granted unto him by the king and council, and 
was well-received, and remained in the Grey-friers 
of Edinburgh ſo long as be pleaſed. 

Not long after the queen of England paſſed in 
France, becauſe ſne was a French woman, and many 
of the nobles with her. And king HERXRV, at this 
time, gave Berwick to the Scottiſh-men, for his ſup- 
port and entertainment chat he had in Scotland that 

In this time biſnop | James Kenwevy guided the 
king and his council in good unity and peace, where - 
by the commonwealth fourifhed greatly. He found- 
ed a triumphant e ! St. Andrews called St. 
Salvator's college; wherein he made his lair very 
curiouſly and coſtly ; and alſo he bigged a ſhip, cal - 
led the biſhop's berge. And when all three were com- 
plete, he knew not which of the three was coſtlieſt: 

For it was reckoned, by honeſt men of conſideration 

being for the time, that the leaſt of them coſt ten thou · 

ſand pounds ſterling. So the three, being complete, 

coſt thirty thouſand pounds ſterling. #464 

In this mean time Henzy VI. departed! out of 
Scotland towards England; and ſhortly thereafter 

Was taken by king Ewan, and put in priſon. At 

this time the king of France ſent a captain, called 

Parzzx Baick, with certain ſupport to —

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But, ere ever he came, he was taken by king Ep-- 


wand, and put in priſon. Therefore the ſaid cap- 
tain, hearing that the king was put in priſon, took 


a caſtle in the north of England, called Anwick, and 


there thought manfully to defend himſelf, till be got 
ſupport. But Epwarp, the new king, hearing of 
his intent, cauſed a greater army to come haſtily and 
ſiege him. The ſaid captain, knowing no relief to 
come to- him haſtily, ſent to the council of Scotland, 
deſiring them to relieve him, or to ſkale the ſiege ; 
— * to them to cauſe the king of France, his 
maſter, redeem to them the coſts, ſkaiths and damages 
ſuſtained by them in the ſaid cauſe. -Incontinent, 
Gros earl of Angus, warden of the borders, and 

reat lieutenant for the time, raiſed a great number 
of Scottiſh-men, to the number of twenty thouſand; 


to wit, ten thouſand horſemen, and ten thouſand foot- 


men; and when he was near-hand the ſaid caſtle, he 


chuſed out ten thouſand of the beſt of his army, and 
aſt to the ſaid caſtle on ſwift horſe, as it had been - 
bay and gart the reſt of his army come in fight of 


the ſaid caſtle in arrayed battle, as a ſteill in adven- 
tures, in caſe the Engliſh ſhould give battle. But 
the Engliſh-men were ſo afraid at the ſudden coming 
of the Scots, that they ſkaled their ſiege, and” gave 


them way, while he relieved the ſaid captain of 
France ſafely, and brought him to Scotland, and 


there put him to liberty to paſs: to France, as he 
pleaſed with bis company. - e 


The year of God, one thouſand four hundred and 
ſixty three, MazGareT queen of Scotland, daughter 
to the duke of Guelders, departed at Edinburgh, and 
was buried in the Trinity college, which ſhe found- 
ed herſelf after the deceaſe of James II. her huſband. 


This queea MaxGartT was very wiſe and virtuous in 
her huſband's time: But, ſoon after his death, ſhe 

knowing herſelf to be a regent and guider of the 
realm, ſeeing all men to obey her and none to con- 
troul her, ſhe became to be leacherous of her body, 
and took Aba Heraurn of Hales; who had a wife 
of his own, and — NNRONY with him; which 


cauſed * 
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eauſed her to be lightlied of all the nobility of Scot. 
land, that ſhe ſaw fo many noblemens ſons and barons 
free of marriage, and would not deſire one of them 
to hape ſatisfied her luft, but took another. wife's 
huſband to fatisfy her gre:dy appetite. 
be ſame. year Alexander duke of Albany, 
and brother to king James III. was ſent. to France 
to learn the leed, with other letters, diretted by Jauts 
Rinn biſhop of St. Andrews. The faid Ar Ex- 
ANDER and his ſhip were hoth taken by the Engliſh- 
men; who were ſuddenly delivered by ſupplication 
of biſhop Janis KEMNZDx : For the ſaid biſhop 
Aus promiſed to the council of England, that there 
ould no peace be kept; if the ſaid ALEX TANogR and 
ais ſhip were not delivertd immediately. The which 
was done at his deſire; for the Engliſh- men had ſuch 
civil. wars among | themſelves, that they durſt not 
break peace with Scotland.. | ' - 2 
In the year of God, one thouſand four hundred 
and ſeventy ſix, biſnop Jau ES KExNIDx departed 
out of this preſent life, and was buried at the city of 
St. Andrews, in the college, which he founded him - 
ſelf. This biſhop Janes:Kennepy, in his days, was 
_ wondrous godly and wiſe, and was well learned in 
divine; ſciences, and practiſed the ſame to tlie glory 
of God, and commonweal of the kirk of God: Tor 
he cauſed all parſons and vicars to remain at their 
riſh-kirks, for inſtruction and ediſying of their 
ks; and cauſed them to preach the word of God 
unto; the people, and to viſit them when they were ſick. 
And alſo the ſaid biſhop. viſited every kirk within his 
dioceſe four times in the year, and prenched to tbe 
_ ſaid parochin himſelf the word of God truly, and re- 
.. quired of the ſaid parochin, if they were duly in · 
Trusted in the word of God by their parſon and vi- 


| gear; and if their ſacraments were duſy adminiſtered 


unto them by. the parſon and vicar aſoreſaid; and if

| great reward in time to come. The which he ob- 
tained, as after; follows: Notwithſtanding' this, Sir 
Janus Hamwron having a kindly love to the ear! 
of Douglas, and a reſpect to kis'own honour, pon- | 
dered the cauſe in his own mind; thinking that he 
would eſſay the earl of Douglas's mind in the ſaid 
cauſe, what he was purpoſed to do at that time, how - 
beit he knew;/the matter was unjuſt both againſt God 
and his native prince. Therefore his conſcience mov- - _ 
ed him to be delivered, at that time, of that unhap - 
py ſervitude, contrary the weal of the country. He © 
aſſed to the earl of Douglas incontinent, and enquir- 
ed of him what was bis mind, if he would give the 
king battle, or not: Shewing to him, the longer he 
delayed he would be the fewer in number; and the 
king was ever the more able againſt him.

This prince had two brothers; the eldeſt, called 
Arran duke of Albany and earl of March, 
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his way; ſo that, on the morrow, the earl of Douglas

was very wiſe and manly, and loved nothing ſo well 
as able men and good horſe, and made great coſt and

unto his unfriends. But the king's 1 
ther, was far different from his qualities and com- 
plexions : For he was one that loved ſolitarineſs and 
deſert, and never to hear of wars, nor the fame there · 
of; but delighted more in muſic and e 
bigging, than he did in the governance of his realm. 
He was alſo wondrous covetous in eonqueſſing of mo- 
ney, rather than the hearts of his barons ; and he 
delighted more in finging and playing upon inſtru - 
ments, than he did in the defence of the borders, 
or adminiſtration of juſtice; the whieh at length 
cauſed him to come to ruin, as ye ſhall hear hereaf-_ 
ter following.

So, by this means, the prudent lords coun- 
ſel was refuſed, and their ſons were abſent from the 
king's ſervice: For no man durſt come to ſerve the 
king, but he that was a flatterer of Cochran, and 
thought all things well done that he counſelled the 
king to do. By this way the king tint many of the 
hearts of the lords of Scotland, and alſo of their 
ſons and brethren, that were young men, who fain 
vould have ſerved the king's majeſty, but thy could 
get no place for this Cochran and his: company;

But when the ſecretary, treaſurer, and mafter of 
houſhold, heard thir words, that the king was not 
content with the inputting of the ſaid Sir Jimzs, 
they were ſore afraid to meddle with a great man, 
and ſyne the king's grace not to be contented, think- 
ing that, ſome day, the ſame Sir Jauss would quit 
them a common for their labours,! if he obtained the 
king's pardon at that time: Therefore they paſſed 
haſttly to the king's grace all three, where he was 
for the time; and ſhewed him the terrible dittay gi- 
ven in upon the ſaid Sir Jaws, by bis own friend, 
touching the king's own body; and ſhewed, if he

-ron, Mr Hzaon, Sir Raten:Ivers, Sir WiLL1an 
his brother, with many other good captains and ſol- 
.diers,' whom the king of England truſted and gave 
credit of his army. i oo oe 
Notwithſtanding, the lieutenant of Scotland, hear- 
ing thir tidings, that the Engliſh army were ſo near, 
with ſuch men and 2 them as I have ſhewu, 
cook no fear hereof, but paſt manfully forward with 
Mis army to meet them, and put his men in array and 
order, as I ſhall ſhew you hereafter; giving this noble 
and antient lord af St. John the van- guard for to 
guide, viz. a thouſand ſpears, five hundred bow, and 
_hagbutters, which contained two thouſand in the 
whole; and the lieutenant came after ward in the bat ·

te, to the number of four thouſand ſpears, two 


thouſand bowa, ſwords and habergeons, which were 
to the number of ſix thouſand. While, at laſt, the 


day · light began to ſhine, that either of the ſaid ar- 
mies appeared in others light; and ſo the Engliſh- 
men perceived the Scottiſh army arrayed in their 
ſight, and they not advertiſed thereof, ſlacked of their 
courage, and took purpoſe immediately to give backs 
and flee. On the ather ſide, this noble captain lord 
of St. Jcha peroeiving the ſame, that the.

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men, were not able to give battle, cried for ſwift

But thir news haſtily came to the king of Scot- 

land, who was well rejoiced at the ſame, when he

The kiag of Scotland, hearing thir words, was 
heavily eommoved at his uncle the king of England, 


that he ſhould boaſt him ſo with the duke of Norfolk, 
who was his utter enemy, and had done*no'leſs to 
him than he ſpake. Yet the council of Scotland 
thought good to fend two embaſſadors to Englang 
to the king, to feel . what he was purpoſed 
3 ; s to 
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to do at that time; and and alſo to ſee if they might 
pacify his wrath contrary Scotland at that time: 
And ſo the king's grace, with advice of kis council, 
directed away two noblemen as embaſſadors to the 
king of England, his uncle, viz. Mr WILLIAM Sru-

- Theſe embaſſadors being thus directed to ſtay king 
Haxär's fury, when they came to the court of Eng- 
land could ſcarcely get preſence for à long time; 
but were kept ſtill without an anſwer, till. an army 
of fifty thouſand men of the choice of all England 
was prepared, under. the conduct of he. duke. of. Nor- 
folk, who was commanded to 2 in Scotland, and 
cauſe the king keep his promiſe, or elſe. give him bat- 
tle... Further, the king's grace ſent a ſccret writing, 
written with his own hand, and ſealed and cloſed' iv 
ſtraitly as could be. deviſed for opening of the ſamc, 
that no man ſhouldſ{ce the ſame, till it were preſent - 
ed to che king of England's. grace, with directions 
to thir ſaid embaſſadors, that no man. ſould know

ner of men betwixt ſixty and ſixteen, which gave 
their muſters, and were found numbered by the he - 
ralds fifty thouſand fighting men, by the van - guard, 
who were with the earl-of Huntley for: the time, to - 
gether with the whole borders of Scotland. Of all 
were counted ſixty thouſand in number; whereof - 
there were twenty thouſand pikes and ſpears, and 
twenty thouſand with. bows and habergeons, and 
two-handed ſwords, which was the armour of our 
Highland- men; and alſo of artillery and canons; fix . 
great culverings, fix: battars, fix double - falcons, and . 
thirty field - pieces, and forty carts with powder and 
bullets, and pikes and ſpears, with all kind of ord- 
nance of munition, which pertained to a prince againſt 
his enemies. And, the ſecond day thereafter, they Ns 
came to Falaw, and marched forward beſide Lauder, 
to a place called the Barlahaugh; near the kitk of 
Lawder'; and there came a poſt from the earl of: 
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Huntley, the king's lieutenant, ſhewing to him that 
the duke of Norfolk was coming over Tweed, and 
ſent meſſage to him, defiring battle of the king's ma- 
jeſty, or elſe to keep his promiſe that he had made 
to the king of England. i 
Of thir news the king was wondrous commoved, 
and cauſed the lords to aſſemble together to a council 
holden at Lawder-kirk, and the king ſhewed to them 
his mind by two of his wiſeſt lords: for he came not 
himſelf to that convention, but directed his mind to 
them, as after follows; that is to ſay, he deſired of 
his lords, that he might be revenged of the duke of 
Norfolk his enemy, who was coming in Scotland to 
invade him, at the king of England's command, with 
his whole puiſſance and ordoance againſt him. 
Upon this the lords took to be adviſed, and to give 
the king's * an anſwer thereupon. The lords 
falling in a diſputation in this manner, ſaying amongſt 
eng that they. could not paſs forward at that 
time with their honour and conſcience, becauſe: of 
the band that was made betwixt the king of Eng - 
land and the king of Scotland; the which band and 
promiſe was ſealed with the great ſeal of Scotland, 
and ſubſeribed with their own hands; but yet they 
promiſed to the king, if the duke of Norfolk came 
forward to invade their native country, they would 
defend; but they would not paſs in England at 
This anfwer was ſent to the king by the whole 
lords of the council, born and repeated by the carl of 
Gleneairn. But when the king heard this anſwer, | 
he win no ways contented. - But, in this mean time, 
a. wateh came, and ſhewed the king that the duke of 
Norfolk war paſt back again over Tweed, and was 
camped on Engliſn groudde. 
- Of thir news the king was very deſirous to have 
followed him in England, and to fight with him; 
but the lords world conſent, on no ways, thereun- 
to, nor give their counſel that the king ſhould 7 
any further at that time, conſidering that the duke 
of Norfolk had done no ſkaith in Scotland at that 


time 


- 
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time; neither burnt, nor herried, nor deſtroyed any 
town: Therefore they had the leſs will to follow . 
him on Eogliſb ground, to do him any ſkaith, tho“ 
the king was very ardent thereunto. Then the lords, 
ſeeing that the king's mind could not. be reſtrained. 
from battle, and in ſpecial from battle in Engliſh 
ground, they laid their heads together in council, 
that they would not fight at that time for the king: 
For there was ſome of them that ſaid, he was a 
better prieſts king than he was theirs, and uſed 
more of the prieſts counſel, than he did: of theirs.. 
Therefore they had no heart to fight with him in 
battle; but ſaid it were more meritorious. to hang 
all his ſecret ſervants, and his familiar counſellors, , 
that gave him ſuch counſel contrary the welfare of. 
his realm. ö r 

This was concluded among. themſelves, and 
declared unto. the king by ſome of their coun · 
ſe]. But when the. King's grace was advertiſed hereof, 
and knew well mes he made no longer tar- 
ry, but paſt haſtily, with his houſhold and ſecret. 

ſervants, to Edinburgh. But the council, and all 
the whole army, contined ſtill, till on the morrow. h 

that they got, ſure word that the duke of Norfolk 

was r f homeward in England; and then the 

lords pulled up their pavilions, and returned home - 

ward. Then the king of Scotland grew very com- 

moved at the lords, becauſe they would not paſe in 

England to fight with him againſt the duke of Nor- 

folk, who had ſlain his 3 at Floudon; and 

vowed ſingularly, that he ſhould cauſe them paſs in 

England, and fight, or elſe; flee and ſhame them- 
| ſelves, or elſe Scotland - ſhould not hold him and 
them both: And, in his high rage and. fury, made 

a proclamation to all lords, barons, gentlemen and 

ſreeholders, to be, in readineſs, within twenty-four | 

| hours warning, te follow the king where he pleaſed. | 

So, on the Eheenth day of November, the king I 

paſt to Peebles, and made warning to all the lords 

and gentlemen of Scotland to follow him, and meet 
bim at Peebles, and there n | 
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he pleaſed: For incontinent he paſſed to Moffat, 
and ſyne to the water of Eſk ; and then ſent in his 
lords and gentlemen into England to burn, herry. 
and waſte the country; which was very ſore againſt 
the lords counſel, and will; and would, on no ways, 
take the matter on hand, nor yet conſent that 
the king ſhould paſs there himſelf, to uſe ſuch ri- 
ur or malice to his mother- brother the king of 
England. V A 
When the king ſaw that his lords would, on no 
ways, pleaſe to paſs forward, nor had no will to 
ferve his appetite, he cauſed to make a proclamation 
in the midſt of his army, and made OLtver SIx- 
CLATR,' one of his familiar ſervauts, lieutenant over 
the ſaid- army; and commanded them ſtraitly by 
the heralds all to obey the ſaid Ol ivxk, and paſs 
with him where he,pleaſed, as' they would do with 
the-king's own body: And the king paſſed him - 
ſelf a little from the army, to the caſtle of Loch- 
maben, to remain there to ſee What ſueceſs came of 
his enterprize. But the lords and nobility. of Scot- 
land ſeeing his wilful miſgovernment toward his own 
commonwealth of Scotland, and that he would not 
uſe their counſel thereinto; but he abuſed them ſo; 
that; in the place of great earls and lords, that 
ſhould have been lieutenant and governor of his ar- 
my, or battle at this time, he chuſed one of his 
eourtiers to be governor of his army, and to be lieu · 


ſtenant, and diſcharged; great carls and lords which 


had it before; ſuch as, the earl of Huntley, the 
lord of Maxwel, with other great men on the bor - 
ders: Thir lords ſeeing this, conſulted together, 
and ſaid they would, on no ways, fight under Ori- 
VER-SINCLAIR's' banner, for they knew him not for 
a governor or lieutenant to them; and coneluded 
whole in one purpoſe, that they had rather be ta- 
ken and had to king HARRY, than for to abide the 
king's fury in Scotland, or tyranny wrought on 
them by counſel of the prieſts and courtiers: For 
the prieſts, as I have ſhewn you before, abuſed the 
King's grace ſo, that they put great diſſenſion be- 
„ twaxt : 
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twixt him and his lords, and cauſed him underſtand, 
that they were all hereticks, and readers, of: the 
Old and New Teſtament: And: therefore were wor- 
thy to be burnt, and their lands and goods con- 
fiſcate and brought to the king's profit. Of this 
the courtiers were well contented, and many of 
them conſented hereunto, becauſe they were the 
biſtiop's penſioners ; thinking, that if fuch things 
came forward, they would get ſome. caſualty there- 
b 6 | | | 
Thus the king was abuſcd;. and tint many of the 
hearts of all his, lords; for he gave them no credit, 
and they hoped no good in his hands: Therefore 
they tint hearts, and had no will to raiſe fire in 
England. But the Engliſtimen,, on the other fide, 
ſeeing ſo great an army of Scotland coming upon 
them ſo haftily, which was to the number of fifteen 
thouſand. gentlemen, by borderers, coming in good 
arry like as they would have foughten ; at this the 
Engliſhmen' were ſore aghaſt at the coming of the 
Scottiſh- men ſo haſtily ; and then, without any 
manner of warning, they convened themſelves toge - 
ther, that they might be adviſed. But their num- 
ber was but few and ſmall to the reſpe& of Scottiſh- 
men; yet they were all borderers, and could ride 
and prick well, and held the Scottiſh:men in ping- 
ling by their pricking and: ſkirmiſhing, till the night 
eame down on them; and they were in ſuch ftrair 
ound; where they knew. not the paſſages, that 
they could fcantly retire. in order. as they ſhould 
have done, and they had no vivers, horſe- meat nor 
man's-meat,. to tarry that night, nor yet guides to 
paſs through the paſſages, which. they might ſafely. 
ridden; but they retired, uncunningly, to a part 
called The Stagmire, where there was no paſſage; 
and ſyne to the water of Eſk'; and there the fea- 
was in, and the water was four fathom deep, where 
the hoſt came over ; yet, in . the ſtraits, they had 
no ſkaith of Engliſh-men : But, at the laſt, they 
came to a place called, The Solway-Moſs, where- 
. Through neither horſe nor man might paſe, and aa . 
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laired all their horſe, and miſchieved them, that 

force it was to take them to their feet: And then 

the Engliſh- men, ſeeing the Scots at that ſtrait, cried 

with ſo hideous ſhouts and cries, that they put ſuch 

a fear to the Scots, that they brake and fled; and 
and there were many of them taken by the Engliſh- 

men, and had iu England. So the hoſt was diſper- 

ſed and ſcattered abroad, and the night was grow- 
ing mirk upon them, that they knew not where they 

were, nor a Scottiſh-man by an Engliſh-man : And 
ſo, By this unhappy chance and miſgovernment of 
the. Scottiſh-men, there were many Scottiſh-men 
taken, and had into England as priſoners, and ſpe- 
cially the great lords, and barons, and courtiers 
were taken there, and bad to London to king 
Haar, who were well entertained» there; as after 
I ſhall ſhe you; but there were few ſlain, neither 
by Engliſh: nor- Scots, 'but twenty-five perſons, viz. 
ten Scottiſh-men' and fifteen Eogliſh-men.. - | 

Thhir news coming to the king of Scotland, where 
he was for the time, viz. in the caſtle of Lochma- 
ben, ſhewing to him how his lords were taken, and his 
army defeat; then. the king grew wondrous ſorrow- 
ful and peoſtve in, bis 3 no good ſueceſs 
eome 10 him, neither by chance-nor: fortune, againſt 
his enemies. Then he began to remord in his con- 
ſcience, and thought the goveroment of his life to- 
ward his God had been- the principal cauſe hereof, 
remembring himſelf, thathe Yad brokde: fwomille to 


dis uncle the king of England ;.and alſo had tiot 


the hearts of all his: nobles, through evil cqunſcl. 
and ſalſe flattering of his. bihops, and. the: privy 
counſel of his courtiers, not regarding his wiſe lords 


copnſel: He knew well that thir cauſes had the 


wyte of his miſgovernment and ſhameful chance 
that he had ſultained: in that journey ; where · throꝰ 

he took ſuch melancholy and diſpleaſure, that no 
comfort, on no ways, by no godly man, might 
ſatisfy him, nor bring him to reſt. He paſſed to 
Edinburgh, and there remained eight days, with 
great dolour and lamentation for the tinſel and ſhame 


of: 


* 
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of his lieges, which was, by misfortune and evil go- 
verument brought to ſhame and diſhononr; which 
put the . grace in Kelreir chat he could never 
recover his honour again. 

This being done, the king paſt out of a 
houſe to Falkland, [and there became heavy and do- 
lorous, that he never ate nor drank that had digeſti- 
on; and ſo he became vehement ſick, that no man 
bad hope of his life. Then he ſent for certain of 
his lords, both ſpiritual aud temporal, to have their 
counſel; but, ere they came, he was nearband ſtrang · 
led to death by extreme melancholy. 

By this the poſt came to the king out. of Lialith- 
| gow, ſhewing to bim good tidings, that the queer 

was delivered, The king enquired, whether it was 
a man-child or a woman, The meſſenger laid, It 

* is a fair daughter.“ The king anſwered, A- 
„en, -farewel, it came with à laſs, and it will 

© paſs-with a laſs.” And ſo he recommended him - 
ſelf to the merey of Almigbty God, and ſpake lit- 
tle from that time forth, but turned his back unto 
his lords, and his face unto the wall. 

At this time, David Baton cardinal of Scot- 
land, ftanding in preſence of the king, ſeeing him 
begin to fail of his ſtrength and natural ſpeech, 
held/a-throch of paper to his grace, and cauſed him 
to ſubſcribe the ſame; wherein the ſaid cardinal 
wrote what pleaſed kinds for bis-awn; particular well, 
ihinking to have authority and preheminenee in the 

government of the country: But we may know 

hereby the king's legacy was has" ſhort ; for in this 

manner he departed, as after I ſhall ſhew you. 
He turned bim upon his back, and looked, and 
beheld all his nobles and Jords about him, and gave 
a little ſmile of laughter, ſyne kiſſed his hand, and 
offered the ſame to all his nobles round ahout him; 


thereafter held up his baude 20 God, as: yielded 
bis ſpirit to God. '- Rat ibo | 


This noble prince, if be. _ Have: uſed. the 
counſel: of his wiſe lords and Ie mn men; and. uſt

his badly. after [their counſel,

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by nature and expectation of man, forty years long- 
er than he did: But he departed the thirty- firſt 
year of his age, the twenty-math - of his reign, in 
the year of God one thouſand five hundred and for- 
ty-two, the twentieth day of December, at Falk- 
land, in his own palace, and that very -quietly : 
For few were at his departing, except the cardinal, 
the earl of Argyle, the ear of Rothes, the lord 
Erſkine, the lord Lindſay, the doctor, Mr Micu az 
Duni, Sir David LIVDs av of The Mont, lyon- 
herald, the laird of Grange, Anvxew Woop of 
Largo, Norman Lesty, maſter of Rothes; the 
reſt were but his on ſecret fervants. And this no- 
ble prince, if he would'have received the counſel of 
his wiſe and godly lords, and would have kept his 
body from harlotry, and had left the evil counſel of 
his papiſts, biſhops and greedy courtiers, he had 
been the moſt· noble prince that ever rang in the 
realm of Scotland: For he was full of poligy and 
honeſty at his beginning, and did many good acts 
in his realms, as, bigging of palaces and eaſtles, 
and furniſhing the realm with good artillery, with 
all other kind of weapons, as, harneſs, picks, and 
ſpears, and all other proviſion-for his 2 as ac- 
. cords for a king and the commonwealth of his- realm. 
But from time he was abuſed with papiſtry, and 
would not ſuffer the word of God to have free paſ- 
ſage in his realm, whereof he would never hear, be- 
| cauſe-it teaches ſinners to repentance and amend- 


ment of life, and ſpecially idolaters and adulterers; 


Rand the ſaid king, knowing himſelf to be one of 
thoſe, he had the leſs will thereof, becauſe it ac- 
euſed his conſcience, if the word had been truly 
preached. - And another cauſe there was, the great 
profit that the biſhops gave to him, by the pope's 
men, to defend the authority of the kirk-mets liber · 

t, that he, abuſed through covetouſneſs,”conſent- 
ed to their wicked and evil counſel againſt the Evan - 
gel of Jeſus Chrift, which was the principal ' cauſe 
of his-evilſacceſs'in his latter days: For the biſhops, 
prieſts and friers-cauſed him underſtand, that -

might take his pleaſure through all Scotland of 


what gentlewoman he pleaſed, whether ſhe were 
married or unmarried ;. and fo to ſpend his body 
upon them as he pleaſed, contrary the command- 
ment of God; they put him in ſuch belief, that 
they ſhould not impute to him any fin, ſo he uſed 
their counſel, and defended their liberty of the ho- 
ly kirk. So they cauſed. him both to uſe. idolatry 
and adultery ; viz. idolatry, in ſtopping of Chiiſt's, 
Evangel, authorizing the maſs and pilgrimage, 
with other ram Beg; and adultery, jo 2 
other mens wives. So they abuſed this noble prince, 
that he tint the favour of God, and nobles of his 
realm; whereat he took great diſpleaſure and me- 
lancholy, whereby he was ſtrangled to death, in- 
manner as I have ſhewu you before. Always this 
prince left meikle riches behind him, both of gold, 
ſilver, jewels, horſes and ſhips, with many more 
moveables, which never came to count to any of his 
own, as is known to the whole nobility and lieges 
of Scotland © 0c bt WET boos as. 
But we will let him reſt with God and return to 
our hiſtory, giving a general adupnition to all 
kings, princes, or governors, or any that bruiks au- 
thority for the time, that they begin at Almighty 
God, to ſet forth his glory into the realm; viz. to 
cauſe preach the word of God truly to the people, 
and cauſe an eccleſiaſtical diſcipline to be uſed by the 
miniſters thereof. Next, cauſe. viſit and provide for 
the poor, and bring up the youth at ſchools, and 
ſee that the patrimony of God's kirk be well paid 
by the temporal men that have it in their hands; 
and that it be ſpended in this manner by them that 
take it up, which is the will of God, pronounced 
by the month of his prophet Malachi, in the third 
chapter, This being done, God | firſt ſerved, his 
glory ſet forward, then uſe the civil order conform 
to a godly king; that is to ſay, to miniſter. juſtice.

evil; and treat and honour the true lords of the

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realm who are godly and honeſt, and uſe their coun · 
ſel; and, in like manner, puniſh and correct the 
greedy and covetous lords and barons who are op- 
preſſor̃s of their neighbours, diſobedient both to God 
and their prince. And, attour all things, let princes 
and governors, or whoſomever that bruiketh autho- 
rity, keep his body clean and undefiled, and 
pure from all harlotry and avarice; in ſo doing, 
obeying God, as I have ſpoken, I have no doubt 
but God ſhall cauſe his ſubjects to obey him, in 
all godly and honeſt affairs, according to the ho- 
-nour of God, and the welfare of his realm, as I 
have ſhewn to you before: Therefore I beſeek God, 
of his mercy, to inſtruct, maintain and illuminate 
the hearts of all Chriftian kings, to conſider the

12 the year of our Lord one thouſand five hun- 
- dred ant forty-threc, in the month of January, 
many of our lords and barons of Scotland were ly- 
ing captive in England, being taken at Solway- 
moſs, and were kindly entertained by king Hexgy.. 


At which time word came to England of the death 


of king James V. whereat king Haxzr ' ſighed, 


ſaying, * Wo is me, for there will never reign in. 


Scotland a king ſo fib to me, neither whom I fa- 


© youred ſo much, or fo affeuoully wiſhed for his 


conference, which would have turned to joy and 


© benefit to us both, if he had not been hindered by 


© evil counſel.” But when the meſſenger told him | 


that the Scottiſh queen was delivered of a _daugh- 


ter, and no more ſucceſſion left by the king, he 


then began to conjecture that which after came to 


paſs, that, in regard of the facility of the earl of 
Arran, next heir to the crown, by the kirkmens. 
counſel, and the queen's procurement, being a 


French- woman, the lords of Scotland would be in- 
duced to put this young queen in the hands of the 
French, rather than his, albeit ſhe was ſo near of 
his blood: Wherefore he ſet himſelf, by all means, 
to bring the two realms to an alliance, and ſo. to 
unity, peace and concord. To this effect, he uſed 
_ tire Fords of Scotland, his captives, very friendly, 
NT | Aa 2 „„ 
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bountifully diſmiſſed them, *defiring nothing of 
them, but that they would ſtand his friends, and 
do their beſt in the council of Scotland, when time 
ſhould offer occaſion, to bring both the realms to 
an union, their honours and allegiance ſafe. The 
lords, having promiſed this r returned home 
the twenty- fifth day of January, one thouſand five 
hundred and forty three. * 
Meanwhile, the cardinal, ſeeing the earl of Ar- 
ran, .who was neareſt of the blood-royal, to be a 
facile and ample man, unmeet for government (as 
he thought) ſet himſelf to purchaſe that room of 
authority and eee, the ſtate, during the 
minority of the princeſs, by the means eſpecially of 
the queen-mother, the earl of Argyle, the ford 
Seaton, and other his friends; pretending the king's 
teſtament and latter-will, wherein he himſelf had 
been appointed governor of the realm, and tutor to 
the youn queen. The quees- mother and lords of 
the French faction favoured him highly: But the 
earl of Arran, by the advice of his friends, diſ- 
daining to be ſtopt of his right by a prieſt, joined 


- - himſelf with the earl of Angus, returning from 


England after fifteen years baniſhment, knowing 
him and his. brother Sir GzoxGs to be men of 


her faction were not well content. Hereupon both 
parties made all the friendſhip they could againſt the 
next-convention of the eſtates, which was bolden at

In the which convention, Jauss Haut rox, 
earl of Atran, was choſen protector and governor 
of Scotland ; the cardinal and his faction appealing 
from this, election, and aſking inſtruments thereup- 
on. There came alſo to this convention à herald 
| From the king of England, defiring .a ſafe con- 
duct for an embaſſador to treat with the governor 
anent the affairs betwixt the two realms, Which 
. defire was granted by the advice of the governor's 
_ counſel. There was alſo a herald directed to Eng-

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land for re-delivery of the garter and order of St. 
George, in the which Janes, the late king of Scots, 
had been inveſted by his uncle king HARRT, who 
rewarded the herald richly, and ſent an embaſſador 

after him, named Mr Sadler, whom the governor 
received very kindly. He ſtayed three months in 
Scotland, labouring for a marriage betwixt the 
prince of England. and princefs of Scotland, and 
uniting of the two realms in 1 friendſhip ;- 
whereunto the governor and tris council haſtily aſ- 
fented, and bound up the fame moſt amply, under 

the interchange of the great ſeals of Scotland and 
England. But the cardinal, the kirk-men, the 
queen - mother, and all the French faction, being en- £0 
raged hereat, laboured fo earneſtly in the contrary, - 
that the marriage was retreated in plain parliament ; . 5 
the biſhops alſo, and other kirk - men, and the citi- 

zens of Edinburgh, uſed the Engliſh embaſſador 

very diſhonourably : Whereby king Hazy being 
juſtly -irritate, ſent an army by ſea, which landed 

at Granton-Grange weſt by Leich, the third of 
May, in the year foreſaid, to the number of forty, 
thouſand men; who, having remained certain days \ 
in Leith, paſſed up to Edinburgh, and burnt the 
town, and“ the whole kirks thereof, with the king's - 
palace of Holy - rood-houſe. They ſhot alfo at t 
caſtle ; but the garriſon iſhing forth -and ſkirmiſhing ; 
with them, they were forced to retire, leaving ſome. - 
of their ordnance behind them, which yet remains: 
eth in Scotland; ſame part alſo they broke. They 
took alſo the caſtle of Craigmillar, ſpoiled it, and 
burnt it, with the villages adjacent to Edinburgh; 
and, at their departure, burnt the town of Leith, . 
revenging the diſhonour done to their embaffador.

The nobility alſo being un- 
willing to put the young queen in the hands of him 
who was neareſt heir to the crown, at length it was 
- accorded, That four indifferent noblemen, the lords 
Graham, Lindſay, Erfline, and Livingſtoun, ſhould 
receive the young queen and her mother, and keep 
the. priacels in the caſtle of Stirling, as they would 
be anſwerable to God and the eſtates of the king- 
dom, upon the pain of forfaultry, till further order 
were taken. Hereupon the cardinal and goyernor 
Maled their armies, and met ia Linlithgow; and by the 
queen - mether's mediation, were finally agreed; and 
on the morn, paſt to Stirling with the young queen, 
to whom the whole lords of Scotland affembling, the 
queen was crowned. the twentieth day of Auguſt, in 
the year foreſaid, with great ſolemaity.. . - 
When the carl of Lenox, who had been received 
by the cardinal with many flattering words, under- 
od that the governor and he were agreed upon all 
things, repented himſelf of his raſh enterprize. The

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cardinal, as he favoured the governor after his recon - 
ciliation, as being his near kinſman, fon to his mo- 
ther's filter 3 fo he would gladly have been rid of the 
earl of Lenox with bis credit: Wherefore he moved 
the queen - mother to entertain him tenderly, and hold 
him in hope of her marriage, and ſo pacify him, till 
time might work further.

Mean while 
captain Iauxs STUART of Cardonnock brou 
thirty thouſand crowns from the French king, fer 
queen and cardinal had no will that he ſhould paſs 
out of Scotland, but to keep him ſtill as an awe- 
band above, the governor's head; and therefore they 
put him off with fair promiſes; Whexewitb, at leggth, 
being, irritate, he reſolved to be avenged of theig diſ- 
6mulation; and, returning home, he ſolicited the 
earl of Angus, the earl of Gleacairn, and the whole 
Cuninghams, the laird of Tillibardin, with the whole 
Murrays, with the name of Stuart, and all hie own. 
kinſmen and friends, to the number of twelve thouſand 
men; and came . boldly to Edinburgh where the 
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cardinal and governor were, and encamped betwixt 
Leith and Edinburgh, provoking them to battle, or 
elſe to keep promiſe. The cardinal knowing him to 
be a ſkilled warriour, and that-he-had many valiant 
men in his company, kept- himfelf quiet; and by 
.mediators, - practiſed ſa cunningly with the earl of 
Angus that he was moved to deal with Lenox to 
kale his army, and to expect that the queen and 
cardinal would give him full ſatisfaction; and hav- 
ing awaited three or four days, and ſeeing no ap- 
pearance of battle, although he was diſcontent with 
the motion, yet was conſtrained to hearken to the 
earl of Angus's counſel. Thereafter perceiving him - 

ſelf to be dcluded on all hands, and ſecret plots con- 
trived againſt him, hearing that there was a ſhip 
landed at Dumbarton from France, with thirty thou- 
ſand crowns, directed to him, to be diſtributed by the 
advice of the queen and cardinal, he intercepted the 
ſame, and furniſhed the-caftle of ' Glaſgow with men 
and munition. Hereat the queen n be: 
ing highly diſpleaſed, perſuaded the rar to raiſe 

an army, and beſiege the eaſtle of Glaſgow, where 
they thought to find the earl of Lenox.

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At this time the French army landed in Leith, to 
the number of fix thouſand men, via. a thouſand 
horſemen and men at arms, and five: thouſand foot - 
men; of the which there were three thouſand Dutch- 
men, under the commandment of the Ringrave. Mon- 
ſieur d' Eſſe was ccemmander of this army; which 
did little good in Scotland, but ſpent the king of 
France's money. They remained in Edinburgh a 
certain time after their landing, which was in May, 
in the year foreſaid; while word came of the.approach 
of the Engliſh army, to the number of forty thou 
ſand men, conducted by the earl of Hereford, who 
"avowed, before king EnwaxrD, to ride as far within 
Scotland as Pinkie, notwithſtanding: of the French

and, having thus ſhewn themſeltes, came to Aber -

ſirſt to Anſtruther and Pittenweem, but fearing to 
laod there, theſe towns being ſo populous, they came 
weſt againſt St. Ninians, where they landed, think- 
ing to march on foot at Pittenweem, and fortify the 
fame with men and victuals, and to ſpoil the country. 
As they were coming to St. Ninians-Muir; in array- 
ed battle, with ſome artillery brought from their 
ſhips, lord James commendator of St. Andrews, the 
lairds of Wemyſs and Largo, with ſundry others of 
che country, when they ſaw the fires ariſing, came 
poſting thither, and joining with the common people 
who had convened to ſtop their landing, ſkirmiſhed 
la hotly. with them, that they chaſed the * 
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their. ſhips, and flew a great number of them, beſide. 
many that were drowned and taken captives... There 
died to the number of ſix hundred and twelve, and an 
hundred priſoners taken.

About this time thè governor and Freneh-men 
paſt to Haddington, with the whole army of Scot- 
land; but did no good.

STUART a woman. The French king, being inform 
zed of their inſoleney and miſgovernment, ſent in 
Scotland a noble man of war, named Monſieur de 
Termes, to command the army. . Monſieur d' Eſſe, 
who had the charge of the army before, ere he de- 
.parted, tookithe- Per of Iach-keith from the- Eng- 
tb: De 'Termes alſo beſieged the caſtle of Broug - 
ty, and ſhortly wan it, and the other fort beſide it. 
The: garriſon; of Haddington could:not be well 
ſupplied with victuals; for theſe who brought it, ei- 
ther in their coming or departure, were purſued, and 
many of them taken and ſlain, eſpecially in the day's 
chaſe. They received ſo great damage and ſlaugh - 
ter, that on the firſt of October, one thouſand tive 
hundred and forty-aine, they burnt the town, and 
returned home : So that, by the French aſſiſt ance, 
| Scotland enjoyed peace; eſpecially becauſe the Eng- 
liſh had civil wars among themſelves: For, at this

and who of you thinks yourſelf worthieſt, ſhall not-

Thereafter Paul Mzrrax came in Scotland, and 
preached in Dundee, and in ſundry gentlemens houſes 
in Angus; and alſo in Fife, eſpecially in Cowpar, 
Lundic and Fawſide; and ſundry other. He had mi-

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niſtred the ſacrament of the Lord's Supper in Lun- 
die and Cowpar, and cauſed images and popery to be 
aboliſhed whereſoever he preached: For the which 
cauſe, he and thoſe who teſet him, eſpecially the men 
of Dundee, were ſummoned to compear before the 
queen and council at Edinburgh, the twentieth of 
34 in the year foreſaid: But he was ſo aſſiſted by 
temporal men, and their earneſt ſollicitatiou for him, 


that the matter was delayed. 


The ſame year there aroſe great troubles in the 
borders, of Scotlang and England, called the Quar- 
ter-roads; in the which there was great ſlaughter 
made on both fides.

led the magiſtrates of the town to underly the law, 
for fuch crimes as ſhe had to lay to their charge.

Andrews, and joined themſelves to the congregation 
and, hearing that the queen was come to Falkland, 
minding to come to/St. Andrews againſt them, they 
Tent word through Fife, Angus, Strathern, Merns 
and Buchan, that all their Kichful brethren would 
eome to their ſupport. Their number ee Wi 
chey paſt to Carale, and deſtroyed all images and al- 
tars, and burnt the Rood. The next day they came 
to St. Andrews, and reformed all the kirks thereof, 
and deſtroyed all monuments of idolatry, and cauſed 
Jonn Knox preach openly. 6 
The biſhop, being not able to hinder theſe pro- 
ceedings, ſtole out of the town, and came to Falk- 
land to the queen, and informed her of all/ She, 
being highly incenſed, made proclamation to all man- 


ner of mento follow her to Cowpar and St. Andrews; 


and commanded the ſoldiers to be ready to march 
forward with her the next day. 28 

The congregation, hearing this, prevented the 
time, and came that night to Cowpar, being about

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three thonſand men. The men of Dundee, Strathern 
and Merns met them about a thouſand men. The 
next morning they paſt forth to the muir, thinkin 
the queen would come that way. - The queen her- 
ſelf ſtayed at Falkland. Her army, being two thoy- 
ſand French-men, under the command of Monſieur 
d' Offel, with fix ſhot of artillery, and a thouſand 
Scottiſh-men commanded by the duke of Chattele- 
raut, marched to Tarbat-mill, on the ſouth hand of 


the congregation. There they ſtood at a conſulta- 
tion. ö ab ; : 


In the mean ne Patrick LEA RXMoNT laird of 


Duarcey, being proveſt of St. Andrews, came to 
the congregation with five hundred men well armed. 
They, encouraged herewith, marched forward and 
ſtood in battle-array, over-againſt the enemy. The 
French ſeeing ſo great a number, divided in five 


companies, two of horſemen, and the reſt footmen, 


and, believing them to be more than indeed they 


what was her mind; for the congregation were 
more in number than they expected, and very reſo- 
lute to fight it out. | | . 
The queen, hearing this, ſent away the earl Mar- 


ſhal, the lord Lindſay, and the laird of Waughton 
incontinent, to take up the matter. The earl Mar- 
ſhal, taken with ſickneſs, as he alleged, came no 


further than the Sheel-bridge. The other two 


poſted ſo faſt, that they burſted their horſe before 


they came to the congregation ; whom they found 


in arrayed-battle, having choſen forth five hundred 


of their beſt horſemen to prick, and ſtop the French 


from croſſiag the water of Edin. - Then they began 


to. reaſon ' with the chief men of them, ſhewin 


them, that it was- great raſhneſs to them, who were 


noblemen and chief gentlemen of the country, to 
hazard themſelves in battle againſt a number of mer- 


cenary ſoldiers, being ſtrangers. They anſwered, 
that they came only in defence of themſelves, their 
friends and religion, ſo grievouſly purſued by the - 
French-men and biſhops, whom they wiſhedto return 


from 


were, ſent a poſt to Falkland to the queen, to aſk _

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from whence they were come, and ſo they ſhould 
depart in hke manner. | = 
Then my lord Lindſay paſt to the duke, where 
he ſtood, and ſaid, * It is ſtrange,. my lord, that you 
are ſo ill-adviſed, as to come in battle againſt your 
« own deareſt friends and kinſmen, for the pleaſure of 
your enemies. Are not you young lord of Scot- 
land, and theſe your kinſmen and friends, who 
vill aſſiſt you to their power in your quar- 
* re]? Aſſure yourſelf, if you aſſiſt thefu ſtrangers 
* againſt your own friends, you ſhall hardly eſcape 
« yourſelf; for they are more enraged againſt you, 
© than againſt the French-men,. becauſe you are in- 
© duced to aſſiſt theſe ſtran againſt your own 
* countrymen and dear friends; and namely the earl 
of Argyle your own fiſter's ſon ; the quarrel be- 
ing the propagation of Chriſt's. Evangel, which 
« you will never be able to hinder. be aſſured, 
« my lord, if once they ſhall get thoſe men cut off, 
* whom. you purſue to day, being your ſareſt friends, 
they will ſoon cut. off yourſelf alſo. - Since then 
the matter ſtands fo hard with you, I counſel you 
to obey God rather than man.! 
The duke ſhewing himſelf tractable, my lord 
Lindſay defired him to ftay ſtill till he returned back 
to him. Then he poſted to Monſieur d' Offel, ſhew- 
ing that he and Wau cu rox wers ſent by the queen 
to take up the matter betwixt the two armies ; aud 
therefore diſcharged him, in the queen's name, to 
march any further till he had ended his commiſſion. 
Then he ſpake to Monſieur d' Oſſel, de la Chappel, 
and Charalous, It is far agaioſt your: commiſhon. 
* (faid-he) who are ſent: by. your maſter the French 
© king to defend;the realm againſt our enemies of 
England, and to give our queen regent profit-- 
able counſel for government of this kingdom, that 
« you.are come forth in arrayed battle yourſelves, 
© and ſome of the nobility of Scotland ſtirred up 
by yau ta deſtroy the reſt. So that thereby this 
s realm ſhall become an eaſy. prey; to any enemy. 
I ax ſure it. is not the king of France's, will, that 
n N . EY ; * 6 your 
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you ſpend his men and money in r the 
* nobility of Scotland; efpecially. the earl of Ar- 
« gyle, lord James the queen's brother, with many 
other noblemen ſtanding on yonder field, who are 
© moſt willing to pleaſure and ſerve the king of 
France, when he hath ado. I eounſel you, in 
the name of God, to go no further on againft them; 
for they are determinate to do what they are able 
in defence of the proteſtants, and to ſtop you 
from entring into theſe towns, efpecially ſeein 
the queen is not here in proper perſon; eich 
would they ſuffer herſelf to enter thereinto, ex- 
. © cept with her ordinary court and train, all ſoldiers 
being removed. Ye are ſtrangers, lofe not the 
© hearts of Scottiſh-men, neither procure the nobi- 
* lity of Scotland to turn enemies to the king of 
. & France, who are now his friends; which if you 
do, you will get no thanks at his hands and his 
* council,” EiLewiſe it is an old Scottiſh proverb; 
1 will ſuffer my friend to need, but I cannot fee 
him bleed. Think you then that my lord duke 
© will fuffer yon to deſtroy his friends and Kkinfmen 
© of the congregation ; eſpecially the earl of Ar- 
* gyle his ſiſter's ſon ? Beware leſt, when you, bav- 
ing the van- guard, ſhall join in battle with the con- 
0 gregation, e duke's friends and followers, pre- 
+ terring their own friends of the congregation be- 
© fore ſtrangers, ſhall encounter you on your backs, 
© and ent you off. Beſides, the congregation are 
far more in number than ye are, as you ſee, and 
© know the country and flrengths better than you. 
Finally, ſo far as I perceive, they blame you on- 
* ly, as by whoſe counſel the queen hath been mo- 


+ ved to perfecute them: And therefore they have 


* reſolved chat you ſhall not eſcape their hands a-

s counſel therefore in time, before it turn to worſe.” 
Monſieur d' Offel, conſidering my lord Lind- 
ſay's words, thought them very- probable ; yet he 
rode up to the top of Tarvat-hill, and ſpied the 
congregation and their number; who had drawn up 
their men in ſuch ſort, that the multitude ſeemed far 
reater. He perceived alſo the duke's followers 
Pied a back from the van · guard a little; and ſome 
of them, under the aſſurance, gone over to the con- 
gregation. ab e 
Theſe things made my lord Liadſay's words ſettle 
more deeply in his heart: Wherefore he called on 
my lord Lindſay, and reftrred the whole matter to 
him and my lord duke. My lord Lindſay, for the 
more aſſurance, obtained the reference under his 
hand and my lord duke's, and returned back to 
the congregation z- and, after coming to and fro, 
they concluded on theſe articles. Firſt, that the 
French, with their artillery, ſhould preſently retire 
back to Falkland; and; the next morning ſo foon 
as they might ſec, depart over the Ferry to Lothian, 
and no more return to Fife. Secondly, that tho 
queen ſhould grant them free liberty of conſcience, 
to ſerve God as they pleaſed. Thirdly, that the 
queen ſhould: ride up and down Fife as ſhe pleaſed, 
_ - having no French man of war in her company, ſave 
onl 99 ordinary court. Fourthly, this being done

_ Theſe articles were accorded upon, and ſubſerib · 
ed by both parties, far contrary to every man's ex- 
pectation; who looked that it ſhould not paſs with- 
. "out a bloody battle. | 


All things being performed according to the fore- 


ſaid appointment, the congregation, who were in 
Cowpar, were informed, the next day, by meſſen- 
gers from Perth, of the oppreſſion committed upon 
the citizens. thereof, by the new provoſt the laird of 


| Kinfawns, and his men of war : Wherefore they 


paſt 


within twenty-four hours they ſhould disband their 
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aſt immediately to Perth, beſieged the town ; and, 
E taken it, they put out the laird of Kinfawns; 


and reſtored the office of provoſt to the lord Ruth - 


ven. The earl of Huntley and my lord Erſkin had 
been ſent to ſtay the ſiege by the queen: But they 
refuſed, and continued aſſaulting the town, killing 
many of the defendants, with the loſs of one only 
man on their ſide; and having demoliſhed the reſt 


of idolatrous places, they reformed the pariſh-kirks; 


and having ſtayed there a day or two, being adver- 
tiſed that the queen; regent was ſending a garriſon 


of French ſoldiers to Stirling, the earl of Argyle; 


and lord James haſted thither, and prevented them: 
Having reformed Stirling, the third day thereafter 
they came to Linlithgow, and reformed it. 70 

The queen, hearing that they were coming to 
Edinburgh, fled, with her Frenchmen, to Dumbar. 
The congregation reformed all the kirks of Edin- 
burgh, * all idolatry, and made the goſpel 
to be openly preached by Foun Knox, Joun WII- 
LOCK; William HarLaw, At this time came 
from England, CuaIsrO HA GooDmMan, a learned 
preacher, long / bred in. Geneva. He ſtayed « long 
time in the college of St. Andrew. | 

In the month. of July, one thouſand five hundred 


and fifty - nine, word came to Scotland of the death 48 | 


of HZNAT H. king of France, being wounded in 
the eye by the ſplint · of a ſpear at a tournament. The 
queen - regent was very ſorry at theſe news, and fear - 
ed to be expelled out of Scotland by the congrega- 
tion.

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threw all idolatry, which had been ſet up by 
queen Mary, after the death of king Epwarp VI. 
. Whilſt the ſkirmiſhing was hotteſt betwixt E- 
dinburgh and Leith, about the twentieth of Au- 
uſt, the earl of Arran eſcaped out of France, 

{ where his life was ſought by the houſe of Guiſe, 
cauſe he ſtood ſo conſtant for the reformed religi- 
on) and came through Flanders and England, un- 
known to any before he came home, whence he had 
been abſent fourteen years. By his perſuaſion the 
duke his father left the queen - regent, and joined 
himſelf to the congregation. The earl of Arran 
alſo agreed his father with the earl of Glencairn, 
the laird of Reath, the laird of Grange, and 
many other gentlemen whom his father had for- 
The congregation cauſed proclaim, that all who 
would join with them ſhould compear at Edinburgh, 
the fifteenth day of October. At. which time al- 
ſembled the duke, his eldeſt ſon the earl of Arran, 
the earl of Glencairn, the lord Ruthven, the maſter 
of Lindſay, with all the gentlemen of the congre- 
gutions and the borqughs, and beſieged Leith for 
the ſpace of a month, but came not ſpeed. The 
ſoldiers alſo began to mutiny for want of pay. 
| Whereupon the lords of the congregation reſolved 
to coil their ſilver · veſſel and rings: But the coin- 
ing ſtamps being ſtoln away, they were conſtrained 
to ſend to their friends in Berwick, Sir Rarpn 


 SapLtx and Sir Jamzss Cxorrs, to borrow a little 


money to put off the preſent neceſſity. The queen, 
advertiſed: hereof by her ſecret eſpyals, ſent the earl 
of Bothwel to lye in wait for the laird of Ormiſtoun, 
who was ſent for the ſame, and to intrap him in his 
return; which he performed, wounded and took 
himſelf, and took the money from him. The carl 
of Arran, and lord Jamzts'STuarT, advertiſed here- 
of, paſſed haſtily out of Ediaburgh, with the moſt 
part of the horſemen, to relieve the laird of ; Ormiſtoun 
out of his hands. The earl, knowing of their com- 

ing, fled away before; wherefore they took his 


caltle 
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caftle of Creightoun, and brought great ſpoil out of 
it 40 Edinburgh: But finding Leith ſo ſtrongly for- 
tified, and being loth to hazard themſelves againſt 
the French, they wrote letters, ſubſcribed by all 


the lords and barons there preſent, unto England 
for ſupport ; which was promiſed to them, and a 


day prefixed when they ſhould come, both by fea 
and land. So the congregation deſerted Edinburgh 
and retired. The queen immediately, with my lord 
Bothwel, my lord Creightoun, and the French-men, 
entered into Edinburgh again, and reſtored all the 
altars and images, an * — the maſs in the kirks, 


and blotted out the Lord's Prayer, the Belief and 


Commandments, which were patent upon the kirk- 
walls. 7 2 | | 

In September following, . the French marched 
forth of Edinburgh, and waſted and ſpoiled Lin- 
lithgow and Stirling, and the country thereabout ; 
and came down the north fide of Forth, and made 
great deſtruction in Kinghorn, Dyſart and Wemyſs, 
and killed all the beſtial thereabout. They ſpoiled 
the Jaird of Grange's houſe and villages, and ſyne 
blew up the houſe with gun-powder. > 

In the mean time, La Baſtie, a French captain, 
with fifty of his company, came forth to ſpoil Du- 
niekeir; which the maſter of Lindſay and the laird 
of Craighall perceiving, they, with tbeir followers, 
ſet upon him right manfully. La Baſtie, having 
drawn his men within the ruins of an old honſe, 
long time defended himſelf ſtoutly with a halbert in his 


hand. The maſter of Lindſay encountring with 


him hand to hand, they fought a long time very ea- 
gerly ; at length the maſter of Lindfay truck him 
on the forehead with a broad-ſword, awd clave his 
brain pan. Many of his ſoldiers were killed, the

Upon the twenty - fourth of January, one thouſand 
five hundred and ixty, the Engliſh ſhips came into 
the. Frith, and their admiral, Mr Wix rx, landed 
at Aberdour. , They remained ſtill in the Frith till 
the land · army came unto them. 

The French · men, being at that time in che Wemyls, 
were informed that they were French ſhips ſent for 
their ſupply. Being encouraged with theſe news, 
they determined to $0. to Cowpar, and ſet upon the 
congregation; and fell to conſultation, whether they 
ſhould go thither the neareſt way, or go about by 
the al St. Andrews, and from hence to Cow- 

par. They reſolved upon the laſt, in reſpect chat 
the ſnow was ſo deep, that the horſemen could not 
travel the neareſt way: But when they were come 

to Kincraig, and dellried them to be Engliſh ſhips, 
indeed, they became greatly afraid; and, leaving 
their meat half. prepared, they haſted back, ſome 
to Kinghorn, ſome to Dumfermling .: But the laird 
of Grange ſlew many of them by the way. The 
Engliſh Nes came up the Frith, and ſhot at the ca- 
ſtle of Bruntiſland, and took it with the, loſs of 
ſundry French men. 

Upon the, twenty- ſixth. of . diverſe of 
the congregation came from Stirling, and cutted 
the —.— of Tillibody, to ſtop the French · men from 

haſſing over. So they were 2 to ſtay all 
that wake 1n_Fothrig-muir, without either meat or 
drink; and many of them were killed before they 
Could get the bridge repaired. 

At the ſame time, the marquiſo of Elbeuf, . 

ther to the duke of OG. und. queen- regent, came 
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from France, with eight ſhips to ſupport the queen : 
but - five of the ' ſhips were broken with the force 
of tempeſt, | himſelf beaten back with the other 
three, to the great comfort of the proteſtants. 

Upom the thirtieth day of January, the queen 
directed captain CuLLEn from Leith, with ſome 
veſſels furniſhed with artillery and ſoldiers, for ſup- 
port of the French-men who were in Fife: But he 
and his ſhips. were taken by the Engliſhmen. Where- 
at the queen took great  difpleaſure, and lay fick 
eight or nine days. es. Etc 

Not long after this, the prior of St. Andrews, 
the maſter of Lindſay, - and the laird of Grange, 
paſt to Weſter Wemyſs, and took the laird thereof; 
and alſo the lairds of Seafield, Montwharny, Bal- 
muto and Balgony, and carried ſome of them to- 
gt. Andrews, and kept them there. 8 
Upon the fourth of February, the gentlemen and 
boroughs of Fife, who had taken part. with the 
queen, came to St. Andrews, and ſubſcribed with 
the congregation. | And, upon the ſeventh day, 
the prior, with the lords and gentlemen of the con- 
gregation of Fife, paſt to Glaſgow, and joined with 
the duke and his ſon, conſulting anent their paſſing: 
to meet with the Engliſh army. I bus 

The twelfth day of February, the Engliſh ſhips 
took two French ſhips coming to ſupport the queen. 
There came alſo ſeventeen Engliſh ſhips more from 
Berwick, and joined with the. reſt. They kept 
Inch-keith that none could furniſh it. HO 

Upon the ſeventeenth day they took another ſhip 
coming to ſupport the queen with horſe and money, 
and had her to Berwick, The twenty-ſecond they 
took a great ſhip, which the queen had furniſhed to- 
paſs te France with letters. | We 14 0 

In March, the lord Ruthven, the prior of St. 
Andrews, and the provoſt thereof, with the laird 
of Pittarro, and forty gentle nen, took ſhip at Pit- 
tenweem in Fife, in an Engliſh ihip called The 
Hound, and failed to Berwick to bring in the land - 
army, and to confirm the band made betwizt them 
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and the congregation. They returned ſhortly to 
Pitten weem with ten ſhips ; and, upon the tenth of 
March, they, with my — Arran, my lord Lind. 
ſay, and other of the congregation, met at St. 
Johnſtoun ; to whom the 2 Huntley, with the 
horoughs and gentlemen of the north, came ; and, 
after three days conference, joined with the eongre- 
gation, and forſook the queen. 9 
Tben the lords of the congregation and gentle. 
men of Fife met at Cowpar, and concluded to paſs 
and meet the Engliſh army at Haddingtoun. They 
ſent forth proclamations, that all men ſhould: be at 
Leith the thirtieth of. March, with thirty days 
victuals, under the pains to be reputed as parta- 
— with the French, and enemies to the common - 
weal. 185 

About this time, the French-men, hearing that 
the duke was beſieging Caſtle-Semple with a great 
army, they rode to ſupport my lord Semple. But, 
the ſame day that they came to Glaſgow, he had 
taken the caſtle. They ſtayed three days in Glaſ- 
gow, and did great ſkaith: But the con * 
would not fight with them, nor hazard a — be- 
fore they joined with the Engliſh. 
| The twenty-eighth of March, the lords and gen- 
- tlemen by-north Forth, having caſt down the abbey 

of Dumfermling, came to Stirling, but could not 

enter into it becauſe of the French-men ; and there- 
fore returned back to Caſtle-Campbel. But the 
next day the French-men departed to Leith; in the 
which journey threeſcore of them were ſlain. 

The lords, hearing of- their departure, came to 
Stirling; and from thence to Linlithgow ; where 
having met with the reft of the congregation, on 
the firſt of April, they paſt to meet the Engliſh ar- 
my at Haddingtoun and Aberlady, being about 
eig ht thouſand men. The ſame day the queen - re- 
gent paſt to the caſtle of Edinburgh. 

Upon the fixth of April, the Engliſhmen ſkirmiſh- 
ed with the French- men at Leſtalrig, and repulſed 
them back to the town of Leith with great flaugh- 
ter. | 4” There 
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There came alſo of Engliſhmen, at ſundry times 


with my lord Gray and my lord Talbot, the num- 


ber of twelve thouſand men, beſides thoſe who were 
in the ſhips, which were thirty fail. 

Upon the thirteenth day, Leith was zneleſed a- 
bout with the ſiege, that no man might paſs in or 
out; and the aflault was made with twelve nn 
and twenty ſmall pieces. 

Upon the fifteenth day, the 8 iſſued 
forth to the trenches, where the Engliſh White- 
elokes ſlew an hundred of them. | 

Upon the ſeventeenth day, the Engliſh ſiips came 
to the pier of Leith, and ſhot amongſt the French- 
men, and killed forty of them. |

This ſeems a happy and ſtrange day, when, peace- 
ably, ſo many Engliſh warlike gentlemen went out 
to bring in an_Engliſh. and Scottiſh.king, both in- 
cluded in one ny ng into that town, which for ma · 
ny hundred years, had been an enemy, or held for 
the one nation or the other: But the king of peace 
hath ſo ordained it to be. Thoſe companies met 
bim, and were-graciouſly reſpected of his highneſs: 
So, falling in among the other troops, they ſet for · 
ward. Aud when his highneſs came within half a 

mile of the ton, and began to take view thereof, 
from the caſtle came ſik a tempeſt, as it were thun- 
der.
